PURPOSE: To transfer a telephone call from a caller to a called automatically 
by retrieving a candidate location with a schedule registration management 
means and repeating the procedure calling the location to confirm the location 
of the called. 

CONSTITUTION: When the caller la calls the called 3a through an ISDN commu- 
nication network 2, a control section 16 collates the arriving time with the 
time of a schedule of the called 3a registered by a schedule registration manage- 
ment means 14 and sends a confirmation massage with an automatic replying 
means 11 via a 2nd communication channel 7 different from a 1st communication 
channel 6 to a 1st candidate location 4. The reply from the 1st candidate loca- 
tion 4 is recognized by a voice recognition means 13 and when the called 3a 
resides in the 1st candidate location 4, the communication channel between 
the caller la and the 1st candidate location 4 is set to attain the call. In the 
case of absence, the schedule registration management means 14 decides the 
2nd candidate location 5 to repeat the similar procedure. Thus, even in the 
case of an incoming call during absence, the location of the called is traced 
automatically to transfer the telephone call from the caller to the called.

PURPOSE: . To improve the operability and to prevent mischief by the 3rd party 
by confirming a person concerned based on voice of a talker so as to eliminate 
the need for a troublesome cryptographic input operation. 

CONSTITUTION: Feature amount of voice for identifying a person concerned 
is stored in a storage section 6 as a person identifier. When the device is 
selected in the reproduction mode and a person utters a keyword to a micro- 
phone 1, its feature amount is inputted from a feature amount extraction section 
4 to a distance calculation section 7 and the distance from the person identifier 
stored in the storage section 6 is calculated by the distance calculation section 
7. The calculated distance is compared with a threshold level at a discrimination 
section 8 and the discrimination section 8 and outputs a person identifying 
signal when the value is lower than the threshold level and the voice data 
is read from a memory by a voice expansion section 9, reproduced into a voice 
signal and fed to a speaker drive 10. Since the identification of the person 
is implemented based on the voice of the talker itself in this way, the operability 
and the reliability of secured secrecy are improved.

PURPOSE: To surely inform a fault of a feeding circuit by providing a compara- 
tor circuit comparing an output of a control circuit controlling a feeding circuit 
with an output of a monitor circuit monitoring an output of the feeding circuit 
and outputting alarm information based on the result of comparison. 

CONSTITUTION: A feeding circuit 1 decides an output according to a feeding 
control signal 7 from a control circuit 3 and a monitor circuit 2 outputs a 
feeding state signal 8 according to the output of the feeding circuit 1. Then 
a comparator circuit 4 compares a feeding control signal 7 of the control circuit 
3 with a feeding state signal 8 of the monitor circuit 2 and when a fault takes 
place in the feeding circuit 1, the contents of the two signals are not coincident 
and the control circuit 4 outputs an alarm signal 9 representing the occurrence 
of a fault by the feeding circuit 1. Thus, the fault of the feeding circuit 1 is 
monitored by itself to surely recognize the occurrence of a fault. 
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
